HIS Collection of Prayers is little more 
than an abridgment, with adaptations, 
of an old compilation dated 1704, which is now 
difficult to meet with. The Editor conceived 
that he would be rendering a service to Church 
of England Families by causing to be reprinted 
a set of Forms which appeared to him on 
the whole better suited to their purpose than 
any others he had been able to procure. The 
Psalms can be omitted, or read in whole or in 
part at the beginning or in the middle of the 
Service; and the longer Morning and Evening 
Prayers with the forms of Thanksgiving can be 
substituted occasionally for the prayers in the 
daily course.

The days of our age are threescore years and 
ten ; and though men be so strong that they come 
to fourscore years : yet is their strength then but 
labour and sorrow; so soon passeth it away, and 
we are gone. 

But who regardeth the power of Thy wrath : 
for even thereafter as a man feareth, so is Thy dis- 
pleasure. 

So teach us to number our days : that we may 
apply our hearts unto wisdom. 

Turn Thee again, O Lord, at the last : and be 
gracious unto Thy servants. 

O satisfy us with Thy mercy, and that soon :
